AN ACT TO PUNISH ttEHELLION, 


Be it enacted ly the Gavcm/ir anil Legis- 


lative Assembly of Kansus. 


SectioQ 1. If two or more person.' sbsll 


combine, by force to uiurp 
the Govern- 


ment of this Territory, or to overturn tbe 
same, or to interfere forcibly with the ad- 
ministration of the government, or any de- 
partment thereif. evidenced hy forcible at- 
tempts within the Territory to accomplish 
such purpose, tbe 
p->rt-on, so offending 


shall be di-etued guilty of rebellion, and 
shall suffer death, or oonfiu«inent and hard 
labor. 


Section 2. If twelve or more persons 


shall ooiisp'ra to levy war against any part 
of tbo people of this Territory they shall 
be deemed guilty of rebellion, and on con- 
viction, shall suffer death, or confinement 
aud hard labor. 


Section 3. If two or more persons shall 


conspire to remove forcibly out of this Ter 
ritory, or from their habitations, any por- 
tion of the people of this Territory, eviden- 
ced by the taking arms and assembling to 
accomplish such purpose, shall be deemed 
guilty of rebellion, and nlmll bo punished 
us in tbo last section specified. 


Section 4. Confinement and hard labor 


as provided for in thia act, shs.ll not exceed 
twenty years. 


This act to take effect and be in force 


from and after its passage.
